granite marker honoring Civil War , 

eterans which has been in prepar- 
ation for the past Uvo months. 

The speaker ^vas introduced by O. 
S. Klass, chairman of the Antioch Le- 
gion's Americanization committee. Mr. 
Klass, when it was found that attor- 
ney George McGaughcy of Waukegan, 
who was to have been the speaker, 
was unable to be present because of 
illness, prevailed upon Mr Kallis, who 
is much in demand as a speaker, to 
give the principal address, 

"Hold Fast To Liberty" 

In his stirring appeal, to patriotism 
he .said, in part: ' 

"It is a noteworthy fact that there 
is a striking parallel betrwcen the world 
wide crisis and conditions confronting 
America both after the Revolutio^iarj*^ ..

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Why Business Is Better 

The New Deal is going downl Business is going up. 

That, in a nutshell. Is what has been happening in the 
political and economic Hclds during recent weeks. 

In direct proportion as Congress asserted its inde- 
pendence and took back powers which it had either dele- 
gated or abdicated, business began to pick up. That, too, 
IB the explanation of the wide upswing on the New York 
Stock Exchange, the nation*s business barometer. 

Thanks to a determined and intelligent Republican 
opposition in Congress, the day of writing blank checks 
for tlie. New Deal is ended. 

The President wanted the old wasteful spending of 
WPA to go on "much as it is." Congress called a halt 
and moved for more equitable relief. 

The President wanted to preserve his brain-child, the 
undistributed profits tax, and other deterrent taxes. Con- 
gress threw them in the ash can. 

He wanted unrestrained spending on TVA to let that 
mustang ride unbridled all over the public utility field. 
Congress applied a champ and bit 

Then he wanted unrestricted authority to plunge this 
country into war if he saw fit. A stalwart group in the 
Senate stood fast and defied him. 

And the independence of Congress caused his bright 
young advisers to trim his grandiose $3,850,000,000 spend- 
ing-lcnding scheme even before it was sent to Capitol 
HiU. 

These body blows have the New Deal groggy and 
flat on the canvas. 

But business is up, getting its second wind and get- 
ting ready to go places. 

If the minor mauling Congress has given the New 
Deal can put so much pep in business, what will the 
knockout punch of the voters in 1940 do?

"Disillusionment" 

Intelligent and foreaighted representatives of organ- 
ized American labor are awakening to the menace of gov- 
ernment ownership and control of business. 

For example, the Union Register of Seattle, Washing- 
ton, a newspaper which ts owned and published by the 



Oregon-Washington Council of Limiber and Sawmill 
Workers, an affiliate of the American Federation of Labor, 
recently ran a lead' editorial concerning the WPA strikes. 
The editorial was entitled "Disillusionment," and it said, 
in part: "The WPA includes some two million workers. 
It represents the largest single bloc of workers in the 
nation. Yet with all its strength It will accomplish 
nothing because there is no power on earth to compel the 
government to either negotiate or arbitrate. ..... 

"If the two million men employed by the WPA were 
working in a private industry, their numerical strength 
alone would insure them a quick redress against any form 
of exploitation. Against the government which need not 
arbitrate or negotiate, their strength ia useless 

"As workers in' private industry we are free to mould 
our own destiny and win for ourselves the best wages and 
conditions which our organized strength can produce. 
Under government ownership we would have to take 
what was handed us without any form of redress. That 
is why we have fought so long and so hard for democracy 
and the American way." 

The WPA strike failed. About the only tangible re- 
sult was the discharge of a large number of workers who 
did not return to their jobs within the five days allowed 
them. The strike failed just exactly as a strike against 
the government would fail in Germany. Russia or Italy, 
where the people have been subjected to the most ruth- 
less kind of ofBcial despotism. What worker in private 
industry in this country, after observing the examples of 
state socialism abroad, can honestly argue that he would 
be better off under government ownership of industry — the 
true name for which is totalitarianism? 

Would the Tax Collector Mind? 

Pleaders for the "tax and spend" philosophy of gov- 
ernment have recently cooked up a novel argument to re- 
assure those who feel concern over today's high taxes and 
tomorrow's higher ones. 

They explain tliat the 40 billion dollar public debt of 
this country is nothing to worry about, since it Is a debt 
that Americans owe themselves: an "internal debt" which 
John Smith as a private individual will some day pay to 
John Smith as citizen of the United States. 

In that case we wonder whether, the next time the 
tax collector appears, he would object if John Smith, to 
settle his obligations to John Smith, cancelled his "inter- 
nal debt" by merely taking the amount of his taxes out of 
one pocket and putting it in another? 

If the tax collector really bt^eves our "tax and 
spend" philosophers, he could scarcely object to the pro- 
cedure — and think of the trouble and red tape saved for all 
concerned!

'purpose of helping others. God's 

'servants are called to be leaders and 

'to be preachers, but they are none- 

,theless called to carry on a Ufa of 

helpful servica. Elisha's experience 

.with Kaaman 8:uggtsts how we may 

exercise such a ministry. Without 

seeking to designate verses in the 

text, shall we observe that we must 

. I. Find the One in Need. 

It is not always that the one with 
,the deepest need makes himself 
known. In fact, it is commonly true 
that those who have the greatest 
[need and are pcxilbly the moat 
.worthy of help keep their sorrows 
to themselves. Certainly it is true 
that those afflicted with the leprosy 
,of sin do not often come to church. 
:We must go out and seek them and 
bring them in. 

One of the weaknesses of many 

churches today Is that they go 

through their regular services, 

which may include preaching the 

gospel, and then Uiey lament the 

fact that sinners do not come to the 

services to hear and be saved. Let 

us be reminded thai it is our busir 

ness to go out into the highways 

'and the byways to find those in need. 

Kaaman's experience illustrates how 

the simple word of a little slave 

girl was instrumental in bringing the 

ileper in touch with the man of God. 

jHad she failed in her responsibility, 

the prophet would have missed his 

i opportunity to minister. Even the 

humblest belliever has his important 

work, seeking out the lost and 

'.needy, and may thus be the means 

'of bringing about great blessing. 

II. Locate and Diagnose the Con- 
dition. 

Naaman knew that he had leprosy, 
but he did not know that he had a 
blight of soul caUed pride. The 
prophet, acting under the guidance 
and control of God, struck right at 
the heart of things when he directed 
Naaman to crush his pride and to 
show his faith by ot>eylng God's 
command to wash seven times in the 
Jordan. 

The story has many important ap- 
plications. Let us be sure that In 
our efforts to help people physically 
or socially, wo get through to their 
real need, the need of Christ. Let 
us also be careful not to modify or 
change God's requirement. There 
is one way of salvation — through 
faith in Christ; there is no other 
remedy for sin. A man "must be 
born again" or "he cannot enter 
the kingdom of God" (see John 3: 
3-7). If men are too proud to go 
that way, they cannot be saved. 
Observe also that there was no re- 
spect of persons on the part of Eli- 
sha. Naaman was a great and dis- 
tinguished man. ready to bestow 
rich gifts, but the man of God had 
no interest in those things. He want- 
ed only to give God's message. 

III. Apply the Remedy. 

One would be quick to condemn 
the trained physician who, having 
foimd his patient and having given 
his attention to his need, made a 
careful and accurata diagnosis and 
then sent him away without apply- 
ing the cure which was in his pos- 
session. As the servants of Clu-ist 
the great Physician, engaged in tha 
cure of souls, wa need to be equally 
wise. It is commendable to engage 
in a discussion of the problems of 
needy men and women, expressing 
our heart interest in that need. 'It 
is desirable that we clarify our 
knowledge of their need and accu- 
rately understand the truth of the 
gospel which meets that need. How- 
ever, ail of these things are quite 
meaningless unless they result In tha 
brhiging of the gospel to bear on tha 
lives of tha unconverted.
